Mr, Tse Hing-man, the first of 
six witnesses heard yesterday, told 
the Commission that the Kung On 
Construction Company, of which 
he is the manager, constructed the 
Wing Qn Godown and tenement 
building jn 1926. The ortginal 
plans, which he sald conformed to 
the requirements needed by te 
nuthoritles, could not be found un 
they were prepared nearly 20 
yearn ago and ‘might have also 
been mislald during the Japanese 
occupation of Hong Kong. 

* In’ 1927 the portion of the 
building along Des Voeux Ioad, 
West, constituting Godown No. 5 
‘ which was budly zuttecl, was ul- 

tered from {ts original Jayout us 

a tenement building, Tie architect 

responsible for the alterntton was 

Patmer and Turner.
